Respected Sir, 


I am in receipt of your letter dated 14 th Feb. 2006, inviting me 
to send my dissenting notes, objection or proposal for your 
consideration. I have studied your new proposal as vide letter no. 
282/OR/2006 dated 14 th February, 2006 very carefully and I am 
submitting my Dissenting note for your favourable consideration for 
public of Orissa. 

Dissenting Note 

1. The undersigned object the draft proposal fo the commission 
for Legislative Assembly Seats for the State of Orissa for allocation 
of seats for schedule caste and Scheduled Tribes seats altering the 
numbers allotted to the State of Orissa read with section 8 and 9 of 
Delimitation Act, 2002. 


2. Entry No. has been renumbered as total nos. of seats for 
Orissa 147, SC-22, ST-34 by Act 28 of 2000, Section 12 (W.E.F. 
1.11,2000), Act 29 of 2000, Section 12 (W.E.F. 9.11.2000) and Act 
30 of 2000, Section 12 (W.E.F. 15.11.2000). 
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3. The allocation of seats including Scheduled Caste and 
Schedule Tribes in the legislative assembly and Parliament of the 
each states shall be readjusted on the basis of 1971 census 
Example: as per the 1971 census 

Total population of Orissa in the State - 21944615 
Total population of ST - 5071937 

Distribution of seats for Schedule Castes in the State of 
Orissa in legislative Assembly as per the R.P. Act, 1950 Schedule-ll 

Total Seats of OLA 147 

Entitlements of SC Seats as per the 1971 Census = 147x 15.08% 
(Proportion of SC percentage) = 22 

Entitlements of ST seats as per the 147x 23% (Proportion of ST 
percentage) =34. 


4. Readjustment and rationalization of Parliamentary 
Constituencies in the State without altering the number of seats 
allotted to each State in the House of People, including the Schedule 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribe Constituencies, on the basis of 
2001 population census. 

5. The Readjustment made, on the basis of the census figures 
as ascertained at the census held in the year 2001 by the 
Delimitation Commission constituted under section 3 of the 
Delimitation Act, 2002 of the allocation of seats in the House of the 
People to the several States and the total number of seats in the 
Legislative Assembly of each State shall be deemed to be the 
readjustment made by the commission for the purposes of this Act. 

6. Subject to the provisions of sub-section (i) and any other law 
for the time being in force, the Commission, shall readjust the 
division of each State into territorial constituencies for the purpose of 
elections to the House of the People and to the State Legislative 
Assembly on the basis of the census figures as ascertained at the 
census held in the year 2001. 

7. Refixing the number of seats reserved for Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes in the House of the People and the 
Legislative Assemblies of the States on the basis of 2001 population 
census, without increase/d r ecrease the seats allotted to the 
Scheduled Tribes in the State. 
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8. As per the Delimitation Act, 2002 9(1) (c) and rules providing 
to refix or re-work the 22 seats reserved for the Scheduled Castes 
shall be distributed different parts of the State as per the District 
eligibility where the percentage of their population in comparatively 
larger, the word district has been super imposed in the guideline 
which makes them seats to be reserved for SCs to be distributed in 
those districts where the population is comparatively larges. I 
request the Chairman to consider if, any seat reserved for SC after 
calculation is released from that reservation in districts continued 
since Independence that seat may be released for General where 
General Population remain unrepresented. 

9. As per the Delimitation Act reservation of 34 seats for 
Scheduled Tribes has been contemplated in 9 (1) (d) to be reserved 
for ST will be those where the Percentage of ST population to the 
total population is the largest is descending order to 34 seats to be 
reserved for Scheduled Tribes. 

10. I request the Commission to refer my letter to the 
Commission along with the list of Vth Scheduled Areas in the State 
of Orissa demarcated by Article 244 (1) of the Constitution of the 
India wherein it applies to the administration and control of 
Scheduled Areas and Scheduled Tribes in relating to State of Orissa 
to demarcate Assembly and Parliamentary Constituencies to provide 
reservation for Scheduled Tribes and Scheduled Castes along with 
the general on the basis of population in Scheduled Areas of the 
State. 

11. In draft proposal of the Commission, if find that the 
Scheduled District Koraput under Article 244 (1) has been treated as 
4 revenue districts such as - Rayagada, Koraput, Malkangiri and 
IMawarangpur instead of undivided Scheduled Area Districts as 
envisaged in the Constitution, it should be treated as undivided 
Koraput Scheduled District which has been ordered as - {(Part A 
States) Order, 1950 (C.0.9), The scheduled Areas (Part B States) 
Order, 1950 (C.O. 26), the Scheduled Areas (Himachal Pradesh) 
Order, 1975 (C.O. 102) and the scheduled Areas (States of Bihar, 
Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh and Orissa) Order, 1977 (C.O. 109)}. 

12. I request the Commission to reconsider to reorganize the 
constituencies treating Koraput is an undivided district. 

13. And. the left out Vth Scheduled Area of Lanjigarh and 
Thourampur Scheduled Area of Kalahandi District, Likera in District 
of Jharsuguda and Nilagiri Scheduled Area of Balasore District so 
that the Scheduled Area is protected and the Scheduled Tribe 
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therein will also get political justice. As the Scheduled Tribes 
population in these Districts and other Non-Scheduled districts of the 
State should also get representation in Assembly. 


14. Article 330 and Article 330 (2) provides reservation of seats 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in the House of People 
and in the Legislative Assembly of the States. Article 330 (2) and 
Article 330 (2) (3) provides the no. of seats reserve in a state for 
Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes shall bear as nearly as may 
be same PROPORTION to the total no. of seats allotted to the State. 
In the case of Orissa total no. of seats in Assembly is 147 and 
reserved seats for Scheduled Tribes is 34 and for Scheduled 
Castes is 22 which is justifies the proportion of the total no. as per 
1971 Census. The consensus both Assembly and Parliament in the 
State of Orissa will have to be demarcated on the basis of 
population of 2001 census including for STs and SCs population. 

15. The refixing and the fixing of STs and SCs Constituencies in 
State of Orissa for Legislative Assembly will have to be on the basis 
of proportion of total number of seats in the State not on the basis of 
increase and decrease of Scheduled Tribes or Scheduled Castes 
population in the district or while reorganizing the proposed 
constituencies on the basis of population 2004. 

Since this Draft proposal of Commission is incomplete from 
constitution aspects as well as method prescribed under the act in 
allocation of seats reserved for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. The suggestions/objections can only be possible after 
hearing from public their physical features and connectivity and 
natural barriers are concerned. I suggest the existing name of the 
Assembly Constituencies shall continue and no Assembly 
Constituencies shall be carved. 

Therefore, I submit the above dissent notes as around and 
rational principle as per the constitutional and regional problems of 
delimitation not for equality, justice and protection of the public and 
down-trodden people of Orissa and request to publish the dissent
